BURYING WIRES. 


Complications Apt te Arise by Allowing 
Com panies te Use Separate Conduits. 


The evident attempt of the various wire- 
using companies of the city to get their 
wires under ground as soon as possible has 
given rise to the question as to how and 


where this work should be accomplished in 
compliance with the city ordinances, It 
was at first thought that the Subway Com- 
mission appointed last Februa would 
take active measures to protect the inter- 
ests of the city, but according to Chairman 
W. S. Chaplin, that commission did all it 
was required to do in the matter when it 
drew up a scheme and submitted it to the 
city government last June. This bill au- 
thorized the city to contract with a com- 
pany to construct subways sufficient for 
all the wire companies with the agreement 
that the city should lease the subways as 
fast as built and then force the wire- using 
companies to place their wires therein, 
charging them a fair rental. The idea was 
that in that way the city would retain con- 
trol of its own streets. In Mr. Chaplin's 
opinion, if these wire companies are al- 
lowed to go underground a ye the 
probability is that they will occupy 80 
much of the streets that no new enterprise 
could possibly lay wires, the companies at 
present existing thereby practically = 
nopolizing the electrical business in 
city.

NEW YORK, Dec. 13.—Edward H. Gor- 
ing of Wappinger’s Falls received forty 
votes for Police Justice in 1893, an office 
that was to be filled, but for the filling: of 


which the election officers had made no 
provision whatever. He was not regularly 
nominated, nor were any official ballots 
containing his name printed, but after 
the election he claimed the office, and 
Judge Dykman of the Supreme Court ot 
t Second Department sustained his 
claim. Goring’s counsel has received word 
that this dec sion has been confirmed by 
the general term. 

Justice Brown, who wrote the opinion, 
said that the question — was 
Whether a duly quallfled voter may vote 
for a person for an office who is not named 
on the official ballot and for which no can- 
didate has been nominated, but which may 
be filled at the election. No votes were 
cast for any other candidate than Goring, 
and the village trustees had previously de- 
cided the office was unnecessary. Counsel 
for the Wappinger’s Falls trustees con- 
tended that a citizen chosen under such 
conditions was not duly elected, the ballot 
law not having been complied with.
